Fire Sweeps Over 40 Acres 
Near Grand Detour Sunday 


Firemen Battle Flames for Three 
Hours; Summer Homes Are Saved 


Three rural fire departments were called Sunday to fight a blaze 


that swept over about 40 acres of timber and grassland near the Rock 
river north of Camp Ralston. 


The fire, which started near the 


river north of Grand Detour, was 
reported about 4 p. m. Oregon, 
Dixon and Franklin Grove sent 
fire trucks to the scene. 


The flames burned dry grass and 


leaves on property owned by Atty. 
Sherwood Dixon and Mrs. Edna 
Nattress, both of Dixon, and Fred 
Kelley, 
Franklin 
Grove. There 


was no reported damage to sum. 
mer cottages and buildings on 
the property.. 


The flames were confined to an 


area bounded on the north and 
east by roads. 
Firemen battled 


the blaze for about three hours. 


A small flare-up was reported in 


the area again this morning, but 
it was extinguished quickly. 


Dixon said the flames burned 


grass and leaves and may have 
damaged a number of trees, but 
apparently few of the trees were 
killed by the fire. 


Sunday morning the Oregon de- 


partment was. called to a timber 
ire on Devil's Backbone south of 
Oregon. 
The flames whipped by 


strong wind, burned a strip 


about one-half mile long from the 
Backbone to Rt. 2. 


Firemen were hampered in fight- 
ng the fire because the timber 
was so dense the truck could not 


driven to a point near the 


flames.

Road and Bridge 
Levy Accounts 
For Increase 


The annual 
Lee county 


budget and appropriation or- 
dinance passed today at a 
meeting of the county board 
of supervisors calls for an in- 
creased tax levy to cover 
county expenditures for 1953- 
1954." 


A tax rate of .2163 per cent on 


each $100 worth of assessed pto- 
perty in the county was approved 
by the board to meet expenses foi 
the year beginning Dec. 1, 1953 
and ending Nov. 30. 1954. 


The total amount sought in the 


1953-54 tax levy Is $330,939 or 
$56,659 more than the 1952-53 pro- 
posed levy of $274,280. 


The 1953-54 rate is .0260 more 


than the 1952-53 figure of .190: 
based on last year's estimated >pro 
perty valuation of about $145,000, 
000. 


An estimated valuation of $153, 


000,000 is the basis upon which th 
1953:54 levy is founded, indicating 
an increased estimated property 
valuation of about $8,000,000. 


According to Sterling D. Schrock 


county clerk, the primary rcasor 
for the overall increased levy fig 
ure for 1953-54 is the 5-cent roa 
and bridge levy on each $100 valu 
ation, to be used toward the re 
placement of several bridges in th 
county included in the federal aii 
secondary system. 


The 5-ccnt levy was approved 


last month by the board of super- 
visors on the iccommcndalion ol 
Fred Leak jr., county superinten- 
dent of highways, who said the fed- 
eral government will match money 
raised by the county for improving 
federal 
secondary 
roads 
and 


bridges. 


For 1953-54, the total amount an- 


ticipated through taxes is $330,939 
with $68,850 going to the county 
general fund, $102,969 to county 
highway, $30,600 to the T.B. sani- 
tarium, $36,720 to county health, 
$76,500 to the road and bridge fund 
and $15,300 to the Illinois municipal 
retirement fund.

Ibn Saud, Richest and Most 
Powerful Monarch, Is Dead 


BAHREIN, Persian Gulf <*) — 


Word reached this island that King 
Ibn Saud of Saudi Arabia, the 
world's richest and most powerful 
absolute monarch, died today. 


The crippled, one-eyed King was 


striken with angina pectoris on Oct. 
9, but on Oct. 27 a message reach- 
ed the outside world that he had 
passed the crisis. 


The king, a 6 foot, 4 giant of a 


man in his prime, had been crip- 
pled in recent years by arthritis. 
He would have been 73 this month 
or next. His exact birth date was 
not recorded,

Skilled Warrior 


Ibn Saud's skill and daring as 


a desert warrior carved out for 
him his kingdom of Saudi Arabia, 
with six million subjects. American 
capital which tapped his country's 
vast oil resources gave him an in- 
come of more than 200 million dol- 
lars a year. 


He had 40 son*, among them 


Crown Prince Saud, who was 
named prime minister of Saudi 
Arabia's first cabinet on Oct. 10. 
The message received here today 
said Saud had become king with 
Prince Faisal as crown prince. 


TIM King *l*o had more than 100 


daughters by at least 135 mar- 
riages. He never had more than 
four wives at a time, however, in 
accord with Moslem law. He never 
drank or smoked. 


"Old Cyclops" 


Because of his one eye, a few 


old bedouins who had fought with 
him in the desert wars called him 
"Old Cyclops." 


When he was only 20 years old 


Ibn Saud and some of his brothers, 
cousins and servants invaded Ri- 
yadh by night, surprised the garri- 
son, killed the governor and an- 
nounced that a new Saud had come 
to power. 


That was the start of his long 


career as a warrior and statesman. 


In cooperation with the famed 


Lawrence of Arabia, Ibn Saud and 
his Wahabi army drove the Turks 
out of Arabia. The British recog- 
nized the Independence of Ibn Saud 
in 1915. 


During World War II,.Ibn Saud 


was a friend of the West. Fie kept 
land, air and sea routes open for 
the Allies. This won him the Legion 
of Merit from President Truman in 
1M7.

Spy Charges Could Be Most 


Important in History 


Harry Dexter White, the roundish economist dead since 


1948, may become the most active ghost in American his- 
tory no matter who looks better in the end, Democrats or 
Republicans. 
Atty. Gen. Brownell—in his critical charge that the Tru- 


man administration knew White was a Russian spy but pro- 
moted him—has raised questions the public will want an- 
swered.

Did Brownell intend to state as a fact that former Presi- 


dent Truman knew White to be a spy when he gave him an 
important government job? Brownell seems to have said 
that 


How can he prove it? Truman denies it. If Brownell 


can prove it, what is he as attorney general going to do 
about it? 
Truman says he fired White when he learned White was 


"wrong," but nevertheless let him resign. Truman says this 
procedure was often followed. The record shows Truman 
congratulated him on his service to the government. 


Truman says it never has been proved White was a spy. 


But once he did learn White was "wrong." what did Truman 
do to have him prosecuted or at least investigated further to 
find out what damage he had done? 


Brownell says it was Truman's aide, Maj. Gen. Harry 


H. Vaughan. who was given FBI reports on White for the 
president. Vaughan says he doesn't remember them and is 
now hearing of White for the first time.

In making his charges about White in a speech to the 


Executives club in Chicago last Friday, Brownell said: 


"Harry Dexter White was known to be a Communist spy 


by the very people who appointed him to the most sensitive 
and important position he ever held in government service." 


Two paragraphs later he added: 
"White's spying activities for the Soviet government 


were reported in detail by the FBI to the White House by 
means of a report delivered to President Truman through his 
military aide, Brig. Gen. Harry H. Vaughan, in December, 
1945." 


The phrasing there—"a report delivered to President 


Truman through . . . Vaughan"—could be interpreted as 
meaning not that Truman actually got the report but merely 
that it was intended for him and given to Vaughan. 
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But in the very next paragraph Brownell said: 
"In the face of this information and incredible though 


it may seem, President Truman subsequently on Jan. 23. 
1946. nominated White, who was then assistant secretary of 
the treasury, for the even more important position of execu- 
tive director for the United States in the International Mone- 
tary Fund." 


Although others may have recommended White to Tru- 


man for the monetary fund job, it was Truman who nomi- 
nated him for senate consideration. 


In the first paragraph quoted here Brownell said "the 


very people who appointed" White knew he was a spy. In 
the third quoted paragraph Brownell has Truman doing the 
appointing. 


Unless he qualifies these statements later, Brownell 


clearly seems to be saying Truman knew White was a spy 
but nevertheless promoted him. 


Truman says he knew nothing about what Brownell said 


were two FBI reports on White as a spy. 


It was only later, Truman says, that he found out White 


was "wrong*1 and fired him.

The Doctor Says: 
Bunions Often Caused by 
Shoes That Fit Improperly 


By EDWIN I'. JOKDON, M. O. 


A leader recently asked if theie 


was any substance she could get to 
lub on bunions which would ieduce 
them. She seemed to be more con- 
cerned about the appearance of her 
feet than about the discomfort, 
though in many cases bunions can 
be extremely uncomfortable. 


Unfortunately, t there is no pre- 


paration which can be applied to 
the surface of the skin with any 
great effectiveness, but bunions are 
extremely common, and certainly 
deserve to be discussed. 


What is a bunion? It is a swelling 


of the lining of the joint at the base 
of the big toe. The skin becomes 
thickened and icddened, and the 
bunion pushes the big toe toward 
the others. The whole area is sen- 
sitive to pressure. 


What can be done for a bunion? 


A bunion which has not been pre- 
sent too long, and which is not far 
advanced, is best caie for with 
conservative management. 
This 


involves icmoving the pressure on 
the inflamed and thickened tissues. 


The shoes must fit well and 


sometimes it is even necessary to 
cut a hole in the shoe around the 
bunion so that there is no pressure 
on it at all. Heat may also re- 
lieve the tenderness and reduce 
the swelling. 


Sometimes such 
treatment 
is 


enough, but unfortunately some are 
so bad that more heroic measures 
aie necessary. Surgery may be the 
only answer. At times part of the 
difficulty is the accumulation of 
fluid which can be removed by a 
needle or small cut. 
SURCERY, IF NEEDED 


Often an operation, which in- 


volves removal of the excess tissue 
making up the bunion, is necessary. 
Just the right amount has to be 
taken out and then the bones of 
tho big toe have to be placed in the 
proper position and held there by 
plaster of Paris cast until healing 
takes place. It is not a quick or 
pniticularly 
comfortable 
proce- 


dure. 


Almost all people who have bun- 


ions could have avoided 
them. 


They most often ate the xesult of 
wearing Improperly fitted shoes— 
those which are too pointed or too 
short. Bunions are practically un- 
known among people who do not 
wear shoes. 


No one would recommend going 


baiefoot on our city streets, but.it 
can be pointed out that bunions as 
well as many other foot troubles 
would occur less often if more 
people took better care of their 
feet.

Answer. Yes. If the household 


employer is already making so- 
lal security reports (Form Ml) 
as sole owner of a business or 
professional practice, the house- 
worker may be reported on that 
form together with his non-house- 
hold employees.

Russia's Attitude Barrier 
To Disarmament: Lodge 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. W>— 


The United States told the U.N. to- 
:lay disarmament and world peace 
depend on a "change of mind and 
attitude" by Russia's rulers. 


In a major policy speech pre- 


pared for the U.N. assembly's 60- 
nation political committee, Chief 
U.S. 
Delegate Henry Cabot Lodge 


said: 


"The fighting in Korea obviously 


made disarmament talk unreal. 
But now we have an armistice, and 
the United Stales continues, there- 
fore, to hope that despite the dis- 
couraging nature of the Soviet note 
of Nov. 3 in connection with «i four- 
power conference on Germany, the 
Soviet leaders will yet give con- 
crete indications that they actively 
desire to remedy the current state 
of international affairs." 


Lodge said no balanced disarma- 


ment program can be put into ef- 
fect "until world tensions have 
been reduced by settlement of 
some of the major political issues 
between the Soviet Union and the 
ftee world." 


Lodge headed a week's lineup 


of Western speakers calling for 
new attempts by the U.N. disarm- 
ament commission to win world 
agreements next year on arms re- 
ductions. A 14-nation resolution be- 
fore the committee provides that 
course. 


Lodge said the Russians have 


attacked the idea of Western bases 
overseas without offering a look at 
Communist air bases under its own 
flag or in other countries.

in a speech at Chicago Friday, 
made no comment on Mitchell'* 
challenge. 


Mitchell Sunday accused Brown-' 


ell of "low politics" in saying that 
Truman had pronged the late 
Harry Dexter White in the face of 
FBI reports that White was a spy. 
Truman has denied it. 


"The Republicans may have an 


armful of porcupines before they 
get through with this," Mitchell 
said. 


McCarthy's Comment 


McCarthy, in an interview, said 


the Democratic national chairman 
knows it was "completely dishon- 
est" to suggest that the whole mat- 
ter be laid before a grand jury, 
and he declared: 


"Anyone with an ounce of brains 


knows you can have a completely 
documented 
case 
of espionage 


which would not be a legal case. 
It is completely dishonest to say 
that unless you can send them to 
jail they are innocent. 


"If Truman and his crowd pro- 


tected people who obviously were 
espionage agents, such as White, 
that doesn't mean you can indict 
them. The important thing is that 
the people know the facts. I .think 
Atty. Gen. Brownell performed a 
tremendous public service."

Birthright, Says Dixon Teacher

"Music is important to all 


of us. Without music this 
world would be a poor place 
and our existence wouldn't be 
a happy one. In Dixon we 
have a music program, and 
every child in every grade 
has vocal and instrumental 
music available to him if he 
desires it." 
I 


So stated Miss Mary Lighthall, 


vocal music instructor for the Dix- 
on grade schools. Miss Lighthall 
h^s been in charge of teaching this 
subject to the children of Dixon's 
grades for two years. 


"Music is a thing of enjoyment 


as well as a learning experience. 
In our program, singing for en- 
joyment, music reading, rhythms, 
listening and appreciation, and 
free expressions are offered," Miss 
Lighthall said. 


Taught By Rote 


In the Dixon grade schools music 


is taught by rote method in kinder- 
garten and first grade. The teach- 
er sings the song for the children 
several times or until the children 
learn the tune and words. Then 
the children sing along with the 
teacher. 


The children in the second grade 


have their own music books. Here 
Simple tone patterns are intro- 
duced and are learned by sight and 
sound. This is the beginning of 
music reading. Music reading is 
continued through the rest of the 
grades. 


Basic rhythms are started in 


kindergarten. Children learn to 
march, clap, skip, run, and jump to 
the rhythm of the music. "They 
walk and run to their songs and 
learn the rhythm this way," Miss 
Lighthall pointed out. 


Rhythm study-is used in all 


eight grades, and rhythm instru- 
ments are used. 
These instru- 


ments include sticks, wood blocks, 
drums, triangles, bells, castenets, 
and maracas. All of the children 
are given an opportunity to play 
these instruments. 


Singing Rounds 


Two-part music is started toward 


the end of the fourth grade, and is 
introduced by singing rounds. The 
children then get the idea of list- 
ening for another part and making 
the two parts fit together. Three-

part harmony is started in the sixth 
grade and is continued in the sev- 
enth. If the voices and the ability 
of the group haven't changed too 
greatly, four-part harmony may be 
started. 


"Changing voice is a natural 


thing, and the voices are even 
nicer and add more to a group 
when they have changed. It is im- 
portant that the boys realize this 
fact as they might become discour- 
aged and not sing at all," Miss 
Lighthall added. 


A record collection is available 


in each school and is used to intro- 
duce classical music. "This teaches 
the child understanding and en- 
joyment of good music," said Miss 
Lighthall. 


Music Correlated 


In the lower grades records are 


used for interpretive rhythms and 
activities. The children listen and 
then do activities that the music 
suggests to them. Music is used in 
correlation with art, physical edu 
cation, and as many other subjects 
as possible. 


Tone matching is used in the pri 


mary grades. A musical phrase i: 
sung and the chlid answers using 
the same tune and trying to match 
the teacher's voice. 
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"This serves a dual purpose," ac- 


:ording to Miss Lighthall. "It im- 
proves the child's voice and gives 
he child a chance to sing by him- 
elf before a group. This also helps 
him gain poise." 


Miss Lighthall pointed out that 


she goes to each grade in all the 
schools once a week. She intro- 
duces the week's program during 
he visit, and the classroom teach' 
er continues the program through- 
out the week.
